CoinmsTS.—As soon as they had crossed 


tho Jordan, tho Israelites besieged tho city 
of Jericho. God gave thorn, very peculiar 
directions as to how they wore to go to 
work in their siege of tho city. They were 
to uao no vrcapoaa of war, but were only to 
march around tho city onco each day, the 
priests blowing tbo trumpets that they held. 
On tho seventh day -they wero to march 
around tho city seven times, and when they 
hoard the sound of the trumpets tho people 
wore to givo a great shout. God promised 
that if they would do this, tho walls of tho 
city would fall of their own. accord, and tho 
people would havo nothing to do but to tako 
possession o! the city. Tho people believed 
tho Lord, and it foil out as Ho said it would, 
for tho wulls of tho city fell ilat, and the 
people marched in without striking n single 
blow. 
"By faith the walls of Joricho foil down." 


This moans that in answer to tho faith of 
the people tho walls of Jericho wero cast 
down by God's power. God promlied to 
overthrow tho walls of tho city if tho Israel- 
ites did as Ho told thorn to. Thoy showed 
their faith in God's promise by coing 
around tho city in accordance with His di- 


, roctions, nnd finally God redeemed His 
promises and honored thoir faith by level- 
ing the walls to tho ground. Merely goiag 
around tho city would have no tendency 
whatever to overthrow tho walls. The in- 
habitants of Jericho most probably laughed 
these promenaders to scorn, as, day after 
day, 
they saw them march helplessly 


around. Unbelief would naturally havo 
said: "There is no earthly use in this eternal 
marching. Ib can produce no results. 1C 
God had bidden us attack the city, and had 
promised us aid, wo could understand it. 
But this mere marching is simply ridicu- 
lous." It is the part of faith to do many 
things which tho unbelieving world calmly 
laughs at as idiotic. Nevertheless, though 
!Tor six days Jericho laughed, on the seventh 
day Israel had its turn, to laugh. The prov- 
erb says: "He laughs best, who laughs 
last;" and BO it proved in this case. For on 
the seventh day down camo the walls, and 
up went the thousands of Israel, every man 
straight before him, and the cil.y was taken. 


This faith it was that enabled Hoses to 


overcome tho temptation to the sinful lux- 
ury of Egypt, and to prefer to cast in his lot 
with captive Israel. This faith prompted 
Abraham to forsake his homo and go into 
uncertainty at God's bare command. This 
fuith led the apostles to suffer tho loss of 
all things (even as wo saw in our last i 
quarter's lessons), and count them but ! 
nothing for tho sake of thoir Master. This j 
faith has sustained many thousands of tlis- | 
ciples when they havo been called upon to ' 
forsake all comforts and bear all hardships ' 
for Christ's sake. Tho factis, that no temp- 
tation can befall us which wo shall not bo 
able to resist it we have cairn faith in God, 
and 
no afflictions can ever crush us 


if \vo pat our trust in 
Him. Whero 


then does 
our danger 
lie? It 
lies 


in the fact ivo oEton want to walk uot 
by faith, but by sight. Wo want God to 
show us the ond of the conflict beforo wo 
are willing to begin it. Sight says that tho 
way God bids uj tnko is absurd, and wo are | 
more willing to bollevo sight, than to trust 
to the unsupported word of God.—Tier, .-t._F,
